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CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Egypt and 
Israel began closed-door nego­ 
tiations today to try to agree on 
what issues they will discuss at future 
peace talks and in what order they will 
take them up. 
( 
The Egyptian and Israeli envoys, 
along with representatives of toe 
United States and toe United Nations, 
began their first business session in the 
Mena House dining room shortly after 
ll a.m. as a faint winter sun bathed toe 
nearby pyramids in a pale glow. 
Informed sources said toe Egyptians 
want to give priority to what President 
Anwar Sadat has called the “hard 
decisions Israel has to make” on toe 
Arab demands for withdrawal from all 
territory captured in the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli War and establishment of a 
Palestinian state. 
The Israelis, who have repeatedly 
ruled out total withdrawal and 
Palestinian statehood, wants to head 
toe agenda with discussion of toe 
nature of toe peace being sought. The 
sources said the Israelis want to know 
whether by peace the Arabs mean 
open borders and diplomatic ties — 
Israel’s view—or just an end to toe 29- 
year-old state of war. 
The Egyptians want to leave that 
discussion to last. 
The sources said American delegate 
Alfred Atherton suggested that the 
agenda be topped with an agreement 
to abide by U.N. Security Council 
Resolution 242, a cornerstone of peace 
efforts since its adoption in November 
1967. 


The resolution calls for Israeli with­ 
drawal from occupied lands and an 
Arab-Israeli peace treaty though it 
does not specify the order in which 
they are to be accomplished. Placing 
the resolution at toe top of the agenda 
would in effect give joint priority to the 
Israeli and Egyptian demands without 
resolving toe dispute over which would 
be discussed first. 


The talks began Wednesday with a 
cordial, 29-minute public session at 
which the representatives of Egypt, 
Israel and the United States all ex­ 
pressed hopes that the groundwork 
would be laid for further negotiations 
to write a peace agreement between 
Israel and all its Arab adversaries. But 
Syria and Jordan, Israel’s other two 
hostile Arab neighbors, are boycotting 
the conference. 
Meanwhile, attention shifted from 
the Cairo conference to Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin’s visit to the 
United States to meet Friday with 
President Carter. 
Israeli Defense Minister Ezer 
Weizman said in a broadcast that the 
prime minister was carrying “im­ 
portant proposals” for a peace for­ 
mula and would “compare notes” with 
Carter. 
A senior U.S. official in Cairo said 
the visit could result in new in­ 
structions to Israel’s negotiators. He 
said Begin wants to reach an un­ 
derstanding with Carter “of each 
other’s position about what can result” 
from the Egyptian peace initiative.

“We are numb with horror, and we 
are in need of each other,” said toe 
university’s president, Dr. Wallace 
Graves, who urged toe mourners to try 
to live up to the dedication and 
New Park 
Development 
Is Discussed 


Representatives of the Circleville 
Planning and Zoning Commission, 
along with some members of city 
council, met in the council chambers 
Wednesday evening to discuss efforts 
to acquire and develop land for parks 
for the citizens of Circleville. 
Present at the meeting were Atwood 
Jones, secretary of the Planning and 
Zoning Board, Russell Skaggs and 
Wally Yamarick of the Planning and 
Zoning Board, city council members 
John Jenkins and Harold Hoffman, 
and Council President Joe Bell. Also at 
the meeting were newly elected 
council members Paul Roan, Elaine 
Lindsey, and Bruce Bell. 
The group heard from William Love, 
representing toe engineering firm of 
Ralph L. Wolpert Co. of Dayton, a firm 
specializing in outdoor development. 
Love told the group that grant 
money for a park development project 
in Circleville was available from the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, a state 
agency located in Columbus. Grant 
monies used by the BOR come from 
offshore oil drilling leases procured by 
the Federal government. Love told the 
group that he was confident Circleville 
could receive a grant for either land 
aquisition, park development, or both. 
Jones told toe group that a project of 
this type could easily be a long range 
affair, and that if the city was to have 
badly needed increased park space, 
efforts should be started right away to 
get and develop toe necessary land, 
before inflation made the project 
unfeasible. 
“The first step will be for us to go to 
toe citizens of Circleville and deter­ 
mine what their desires are,” stated 
Jones. “That will enable us to know 
what type of land we need and how 
much to look for.” He stated that 
public hearings and public input 
sessions may soon take place, and 
urged citizens to attend the meetings 
and voice their opinions. 
Fifty percent of such a project would 
be paid for through the BOR funds, and 
fifty percent would be paid by the city. 
Jones said at this time the local monies 
would probably come from capital 
improvements. Application for the 
funds must be in by July 1,1978, and by 
October the . city would know if the 
state approved the application. It 
would then go to the federal govern­ 
ment for their approval. According to 
Love though, state approval would 
virtually assure the awarding of a 
grant. 
The Planning and Zoning Com­ 
mission agreed to present their plans 
to city council at the next regular 
council meeting.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Just in time 
for Christmas, Congress is giving the 
country a financially strengthened 
Social Security system. It’s also 
delivering a bill for its present — $227 
billion over the next decade alone, to 
be paid by 107 million taxpayers. 


Some of toe poorest workers in the 
country would face a tax increase of 
more than 16 percent during that per­ 
iod. Higher-paid workers and their 
employers would pay as much as 243 
percent more than under current law. 
The Senate and House planned to 
routinely approve a compromise 
version of toe bill today. That vote was 
to be followed by adjournment, 
although negotiators working on toe 
president’s energy program planned to 
remain in Washington for further 
sessions. 
The way for toe final vote was 
cleared Wednesday when Senate 
conferees dropped their insistence on a 
$250-per-student college tuition tax 
credit that had been attached to the 
bill. 
Because the tax increase would be 
felt by 107 million persons, it’s not a 
bill that vote-conscious congressmen 
are particularly fond of passing. 
But most lawmakers see no other 
acceptable way to make sure toe huge 
pension system is able to continue 
providing benefits for 33 million 
Americans. 
Unless more money is paid into the 
system, experts say, the Social 
Security fund for the disabled will be 


exhausted by March 1979 and the old­ 
age fund by 1983. 
Higher benefits and inflation have 
increased payouts from the funds; 
high unemployment has cut tax 
collections. 
The 
bill is 
not exactly 
what 
President Carter wanted. He preferred 
to make employers pay a greater 
share of payroll taxes and to use some 
income tax revenues to finance Social 
Security in hard times. 
But he did not press those issues 


after Congress made clear its op­ 
position. And Carter’s secretary of 
health, education and welfare, Joseph 
A. Califano Jr., hailed the compromise 
bill as fulfilling a Carter campaign 
commitment to restore toe integrity of 
the Social Security system. 
There is more to the bill than the 
massive tax increase: 
—By 1982, retired persons between 
65 and 69 could earn $6,000 a year and 
still get a full pension. The current 
limit is $3,000 a year. 


—The bill would eliminate half of the 
projected long-range deficit in Social 
Security by correcting a quirk in a 1972 
law that gave some retirees double 
increases in benefits to compensate for 
increases in living costs. 
—The measure stabilizes benefits 
for future retirees. An average worker 
retiring in the future could expect to 
draw a pension equal to about 43 
percent of his last paycheck. For low- 
income workers, the pension would be

Brown Will Cast 
Deciding Vote 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP) - Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown will cast the 
deciding vote on whether his name 
should be removed from a list of voting 
instructions inside voting booths in 
Athens County. 
The county board of elections was 
split along party lines in a vote on toe 
proposal offered by William Lavelle, 
former state Democratic Party 
chairman, who noted Brown could be a 
candidate for re-election. 
“The last thing the voter sees when 
he votes is the name Ted W. Brown,” 
Lavelle said. “That’s the only can­ 
didate’s name that’s inside the voting 
booth.” 
Lavelle and William Hoffman, the 
other Democrat on the board, voted in 
favor of the proposal. The board’s two 
Republican members, Edward Robe 
and Ray Bobo, voted against it. 
Tie votes by boards of election in 
Ohio are broken by a vote cast by the 
secretary of state. 
Lavelle said Brown’s vote would be 
sought. 


LONDON (AP) — The Israeli 
government is reconsidering its stand 
against yielding territory on toe West 
Bank of the Jordan River as part of an 
overall settlement with the Arabs, U.S. 
officials said today. 
This reported new flexibility on the 
part of Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and his principal advisors was 
the reason for the “cautious op­ 
timism” expressed publicly by 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance 
during his six-country trip to the 
Middle East, the officials told 
reporters traveling with Vance. 
Vance found “a change of both at­ 
mosphere and attitude that has led to a 
rethinking of what can be done with 
respect to the West Bank,” a senior 
official said. 
On the other hand, the official said, 
Israel remains adamantly opposed to 
any negotiating role for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization although it 
would permit Palestinians not iden­ 
tified with toe PLO to be present in an 
Arab delegation. 
Vance planned to report his findings 
to President Carter immediately after 
his arrival in Washington, about 5:15 
p.m. EST. They are to be taken into 
account by Carter when he holds talks 
with Begin at toe White House on 
Friday. 


The changing Israeli view of the 
West Bank, which it won from Jordan 
during toe six-day war of 1967, could 
represent the concrete response 
sought by Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat during his unprecedented Nov. 
19-21 visit to Jerusalem. 


Begin is expected to propose that 
Carter go to Jerusalem to give added 
impetus to the negotiations currently 
underway with Egypt. 
Vance’s plane stopped at the U.S. Air 
Force Base at Mildenhall, 60 miles 
northeast of London, for refueling. 


Aides to toe secretary of state said 
he received encouraging news on oil 
prices from the Saudis. 


“He is encouraged about the 
prospects for holding the line,” said 
State Department spokesman Hodding 
Carter after Vance met Wednesday 
with King Khaled, Crown Prince Fahd, 
the strongman of the Saudi govern­ 
ment, and Prince Saud, the foreign 
minister. 


Carter said Vance was “very 
hopeful” that the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, at its 
winter price meeting next Tuesday in 
Caracas, Venezuela, would freeze toe 
base price of crude oil at $12.70 for a 42- 


gallon barrel, the level since July I. 


Saudi Arabia, Iran and the United 
Arab Emirates, which together ac­ 
count for 65 percent of OPEC’s 
production, already have said they 
would oppose any price increase, while 
the radical, militant governments of 
Iraq, Libya and Algeria are demand­ 
ing increases ranging up to 23 percent. 


Despite Vance’s optimism, the 
Middle East Economic Survey, one of 
the most authoritative oil journals, 
suggested on Monday that Saudi 
Arabia and its allies would agree to a 5 
percent increase to prevent another 
open break like the one that developed 
at OPEC’s meeting last December. 
Experts estimate that a 5 percent 
increase would raise U.S. gasoline 
prices about half a cent a gallon. 
The division in OPEC between the 
conservatives and toe radicals mirrors 
the split in the Arab world over 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat’s 
peace overtures to Israel. Venezuelan 
newspapers said the Venezuelan 
government proposed postponing the 
Caracas meeting because toe turmoil 
over Sadat’s peace initiative might 
inflame the price dispute, but the 
Venezuelan government denied toe 
report.

Wednesday. 
According to LL D.S. Kohn, com­ 
mander of Post 65 of the Ohio Highway 
Patrol who was at the scene of the 
crash, the tank truck was carrying a 
cargo of hydrochloric acid. The 
decision was made to close the south­ 
bound lanes of 1-71 to insure a safe 
transfer of the cargo into another 
tanker. 
According to Kohn, the accident 
occurred when the driver of the 
vehicle, Peter V. Derocchis, 37, of 
Moundsville, West Virginia, ap­

about 60 percent; for high-income 
retirees, about 30 percent. 
—The bill makes a start at ending 
some Social Security provisions that 
many consider to discriminate against 
women. 
The Social Security bill would not 
mean new payroll tax increases in the 
1978 election year beyond the one 
already required by law. Its first 
major tax increase would not be felt by 
most workers until after the 1980 
presidential election. 
Nevertheless, the increased tax bite 
on some of the 107 million persons who 
pay into Social Security would be 
staggering, especially at upper- 
income levels. 
The $1 0,0 0 0-a-year worker who paid 
$585 in Social Security taxes this year 
will pay $605 in 1978 under terms of 
existing law. 
When the already-scheduled in­ 
creases are added to those required 
under the bill, this worker’s total 
payroll tax from 1978 through 1967 
would total $6,641. That is 16.2 percent 
more than under current law. 
On the same basis, the tax on a 
$2 0 ,0 0 0 
worker, 
who 
paid 
the 
maximum tax of $965 this year, will 
pay $1,071 in 1978 and total of $13,143 
over the next decade. The increase 
above current law is 14.7 percent. 
The high-income worker, who paid 
$965 this year and will pay $1,071 next 
year, could pay as much as $21,458 in 
Social Security taxes between 1978 and 
1987. That’s an increase of 243 percent.

Youngstown 
Minor Flooding Occurs

Indicted 


CLEVELAND

W illiam s, the president of the 
Associated Trades and Crafts National 
Union in Youngstown, has been in­ 
dicted by a federal grand Jury on 
charges of embezzling union funds. 
The grand jury in Cleveland indicted 
Williams Wednesday on 49 counts of 
embezzling more than $170,000 from 
union accounts since 1972. He also was 
charged with 19 counts of violating the 
Fair Labor Act by filing false 
statements and one count each of 
racketeering and aiding and abetting 
fraud. 
Associated Trades and Crafts 
National Union was organized in 
Youngstown about eight years ago. A 
union official who declined to be 
identified said the government had 
been investigating the union’s books 
for more than two years. 
The official said the union used to 
have about 2,500 members but now has 
about IOO members. 
Williams could not be reached for 
comment. 
Associated Trades organized the 
building construction trades along 
industrial union lines in competition 
with the building trades unions af­ 
filiated with the AFL-CIO, the union 
official said. For example, carpenters, 
electricians and bricklayers were in 
one union. 
Eleven building trades unions in the 
Youngstown area filed suit several 
years ago in federal court against 
Associated Trades. They accused 
Associated Trades of being a phony 
union set up to deal with nonunion 
contractors. Associated Trades denied 
the charge. 
The federal grand jury indictment 
against Williams charges him with 
embezzling $81,061 from welfare trust 
funds, including $7,233 from the 
union’s prepaid legal service plan. In 
addition, they alleged $68,750 was 
taken from the pension fund, $10,569 
from the apprenticeship fund and the 
rest from the general fund.

In Cyprus 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (A P) — President 
Spyros Kyprianou’s 19-year-old son 
has been kidnapped, and his abductors 
are demanding an amnesty for 
political offenders, the government 
announced today. 


The Public Information Office. sai,d 
A A illeplhftyprum ottf a second 
lieutenant in the National Guard, was 
kidnapped at 8:30 p.m. Wednesday by 
“ unknown persons." 


The kidnappers are believed to be 
members of EOKA-B, the un­ 
derground terrorist and guerrilla 
movement dedicated to enosis, the 
union of Cyprus with Greece. 


Unofficial sources said the kid­ 
nappers sent a message to Kyprianou 
saying if their demands were not met 
by 3 p.m. EST today “ we w ill send you 
the head of your son.” 


The government statement said the 
kidnappers demanded “the granting of 
an amnesty to prisoners presently in 
custody and wanted persons." 


A government spokesman explained 
that the kidnappers wanted amnesty 
for political offenders although the 
statement did not spell that out. 


Kyprianou summoned his cabinet 
and leaders of all political parties to 
what was described as “ an ex­ 
traordinary meeting.” 


Informed sources said young 
Kyprianou, the older of the president’s 
two sons, was kidnapped by three men 
from a m ilitary camp at Makheras, in 
the Troodoa mountain range 30 miles 
southwest of Nicosia. 
The men arrived at the camp in a 
taxi, tied up the driver and lured their 
victim outside on a pretext, the 
sources said. 
The news was withheld from the 45- 
year-old president, who is believed to 
be suffering from a heart ailment, 
until 5 o’clock this morning, the 
sources said.

Bill Of Rights 'Father' 


December 15 is Bill of Rights 
Day, an occasion set aside to 
honor the first IO Amendments 
to the United States Con­ 
stitution, guaranteeing the 
basic rights and privileges of 
freedom to Americans. 


It is impossible to do justice 
to such an occasion without 
taking some thought of the 
patriot who was so largely 
responsible for the Bill of 
Rights, George Mason of 
Virginia. 
Mason first gave complete 
expression to the ideas con­ 
tained in the Bill of Rights 
when he wrote the famous 


Fairfax Resolves and the 
Virginia Bill of Rights in 1776. 
His long fight to have them 
incorporated into the federal 
Constitution 
was 
finally 
successful when the first IO 
Amendments were ratified by 
the states on Dec. 15, 1791. 
The Virginian was a close 
friend of many of the great 
men of his day, who sought his 
advice and acted upon it but 
honored 
his 
desire 
for 
anonymity. 
The Bill of Rights is one of 
the principal keys to the 
greatness and durability of the 
United States Constitution, 
which is recognized in free 


countries everywhere as one 
of 
the .truly 
significant 
documents of all time. 
George Mason, though less 
well known than many of his 
contemporaries, was a giant of 
his age. Americans can be 
grateful that destiny placed 
him in the right spot at the 
right time to build a legacy on 
which succeeding generations 
have been nurtured. 
As we observe Bill of Rights 
day, by flying our flags and 
reflecting upon our blessings, 
we should also give a thought 
to George Mason, to whom we 
owe so much.

NEW YORK (AP) - Repeated 
surveys show that relatively few 
Americans understand corporate 
finance and the private enterprise 
system. Many believe that what a 
company takes in is used to line the 
pockets of a privileged few. 
Asked what percentage of a dollar of 
M m is kept as profit by most com­ 
panies, many Individuals told John Q. 
Jennings, a labor-management con­ 
sultant, that the figure was more than 
30 per cent. 
The truth is that manufacturing 
companies in the first half of this year 
retained as profit about 5 Mr cents of 
each dollar of sales. In 1967 the return 
was a nickel. In 1957 it was less than 
that. 
Measured another way, as a per­ 
centage of shareholder money in­ 
vested, these companies earned after­ 
tax profits of 14 per cent, 11.7 per cent 
and 10.9 per cent respectively for the 
same periods. 
Neither do many people know how 
the corporate pie is cut. This is the 
circular graph divided into wedges 
indicating the distribution of corporate 
revenues. 
In 1976, the world’s largest 
manufacturing corporation, General 
Motors, used 51 per cent of its gross 
revenue to pay suppliers. Employees 
received 32.4 per cent, taxes 8.5. 
Depreciation accounted for 2 per cent, 
and 2.7 per cent was used in the 
business. 
That accounted for 96.6 per cent. The 
rest went to shareholders, the people 
who put up the money to keep the 
operation solvent. 
Businessmen often complain that 
popular arithmetic, if it ever arrives at 
this stage in analysing the corporate 
dollar, seldom goes beyond. To divide 
that 3.4 per cent by the 1,223,406 
shareholders, for example. 
In 1976, GM profits of $2.9 billion 
averaged out to $2,372 when divided by 


the number of shareholders. If the 
total were divided by the number of 
shareholders it would come out to 
$10.08 a share. 
Neither, say business executives, do 
many people stop to think of who those 
shareholders are: pension funds, 
employees, other small investors and 
the like, as well as speculators and the 
rich who are said to line their pockets. 
But all this arithmetic still doesn't 
tell a complete story. In spite of what 
appear to be solid profits, some 
businessmen are complaining about 
the erosion of profits. 
Arthur F. Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, most recently 
sounded the warning. The figures do 
not tell of inflation’s devastation, said 
Burns. When companies seek to 
replace inventories and build new 
plants they will be in trouble, he said. 
In a speech, Bums said that 
replacement of plants and inventories 
last year alone came to $50 billion 
more than corporations were able to 
claim for tax purposes. 
Harold Williams, chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
also believes the big profits reported in 
1977 were deceptive. In reality, he 
said, they were “dangerously low.” 
Jack Carlson, vice president and 
economist of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States, agreeing 
with Bums and Williams, observes 
that corporations have been unable to 
afford replacements for their worn 
physical assets. 
Walter Hanson, head of Peat, 
Marwick, Mitchell St Co., the public 
accountants, comments that corporate 
profits as a percentage of national 
income have fallen from 16.5 per cent 
to 8.5 per cent over the past decade. 
The decline of true corporate profits, 
said Hanson, is related to the inability 
of companies to generate the capital 
they need to replace old facilities and 
expand to acquire new business.

forefront of a nationwide movement to 
return family practice to the medical 
profession - which, “for too long had 
carried the aura of academia, ex­ 
clusivity, and Ivory Towerism.”

And they can develop attitudes 
and relationships with sick people 
from the onset of their training.” 
Under the family practice program, 
which is spreading, future doctors 
learn sympathy as early as they learn 
the basic sciences. 


As a black, Dr. Holt could foresee the 
family practice program is par­ 
ticularly valuable in the Inner cities. 
At Howard University, she said, many 
black students felt a commitment to go 
back and practice in the inner cities, 
where there “are special and peculiar 
problems. If a child is brought in to 
you, apathetic and miserable, you as a 
doctor need to address yourself to the 
cause behind the medical exterior; 
sometimes the child’s misery is only a 
result of the family’s misery - and then 
the whole family should be treated as 
the patient. If a ghetto patient has 
continual upper respiratory infections, 
you can’t just order penicillin 
repeatedly - you must investigate the 
room where he sleeps, and the kind of 
diet he has. One of the greatest 
problems in inner city ill-health in­ 
volves ignorance. Many people have 
never had medical, and certainly not 
nutritional, advice. You can’t just 
treat a patient’s medical complaint, 
but the social and economic problems 
behind it; otherwise, the complaint 
will recur again and again. There must 
be understanding from a doctor - and 
gentle education.” 


Dr. Foster, who might be called the 
Cronkite of Medicine, calls on top 
specialists in various medical fields, 
and helps them interpolate in layman’s 
lingo the symptoms, causes, advances 
and (when available) cures of such 
illnesses 
as 
asthma, 
anemia, 
atherosclerosis, hiatal hernia, ulcers, 
prostate diseases, arthritis - and other 
ailments we all know and fear. In the 
age of visual education, the show is a 
breakthrough; its effectiveness is 
confirmed by thousands of viewers 
who write in that they have accurately 
self-diagnosed their illnesses after 
seeing them on TV, and then consulted 
doctors or admitted themselves 
directly into hospitals for treatment. 
Visiting New York last week, Dr. 
Foster - who receives no salary from 
TV, and confines his practice to the 
medically indigent - pointed out, “I’m 
a scientist, not a TV person. But this is 
the way to reach the largest number of 
people who need help.” 


As the relatively new family prac­ 
tice medical concept expands,, another 
uniquely mid-’70s approach to physical 
problems is catching on quickly. It is a 
medical information television series - 
carried on public broadcasting 
stations across the country- Titled 
“Daniel Foster, M.D.,” it may sound 
like the latest soap opera (and catches 
some first-time viewers that way), but 
it is, instead, a weekly half-hour 
medical information program hosted 
by an unassuming professor of internal 
medicine at the University of Texas 
Health Science Center, Dallas.

Speaking Of Your Health

The nail of my index finger looks just 
terrible. My manicurist told me it’s 
because of a fungus infection. We try to 
cover it, but it still looks bad. Why 
would it happen to one finger only? 
Miss L. F., Mich. 
Dear Miss F.: 
Your manicurist may well be right, 
but I would pursue this with a der­ 
matologist. There are many other 
causes for infections and defects of the 
nails beside fungus infection. 
Psoriasis, for example, or a con­ 
dition known as “lichen planus” may 
resemble and be confused with fungal 
infections. 
Scraping of the nail bed and 
examination of the flakes under a 
microscope is essential to establish a 
diagnosis. Only then can the proper 
type of treatment be started, with 
specially chosen drugs. 


I get the most unbearable cramps in 
the calf muscles of my right leg, in the 
middle of the night I’ve tiled all kinds 
of tildes. Everyone seems to have a 
pet theory about this. Nothing helps. 
Can you suggest something? 
Mr. J. McM.,%p. 
Dea£t$. McM.: 
The cause si leg cramps is some 
temporary impairment of the cir­ 
culation of the blood. One of my 
patients taught me his own method for 
relieving such cramps. When they 
occur, he brings his toes upwards

towards his head as forcefully as he 
can. I’ve tried it and it Works. If kept in 
this position for a minute or so, the 
spasm seems to relax. 
One of the methods that have been 
used for years with excellent results is 
to take quinine before going to bed. 
Cramping of the leg muscles is 
definitely reduced. Sometimes, taking 
the quinine for a few days will stop the 
cramping from recurring for many 
weeks* 
Tobacco, incidentally, is an im­ 
portant cause of spasm of the blood 
vessels, and consequent cramping or 
the legs. 


Is surgery the only way to clear up 
an infection of the prostate? I’m 
concerned about this. 
Mr. H. N.H., Del. 
Dear Mr. H. : 
Your concern is probably related to 
your confusion. An infection of the 
prostate is caused by some germ, or 
bacteria, and is no different from 
infections that occur elsewhere in the 
body. 
Frequency of urination, a sense of 
urgency to-urinate, and a feeling of not 
having emptied tile btftktir com­ 
pletely are symptoms of prostatitis, or 
an infection of the prostate. 
You are probably confused because 
these symptoms resemble the one 
caused by a markedly large prostate, 
for which surgery is performed. 
For prostatitis, after exact cultures 
and sensitivity studies are made, the 
ideal antibiotic is chosen to clear up 
the infection. This is a non-surgical 
approach to the problem and can be 
most effective.

Tomorrow: The Pigwidgen

Two’s company and three’s a crowd 
for summer angling but not when ice 
covers your favorite fishing hole. 
That’s why finding fish, the chief 
headache in warm weather fishing, is 
immeasurably easier in winter. 
Just look for a concentration of other 
fishermen and bore holes in the ice 
near them. 
Ice fishermen rarely mind company. 
Gab sessions speed time when fish are 
scarce and a multitude of baited lines 
helps hold a school when fishing is 
good. 
When you’re on your own, locating 
fish can be more tedious and great 
caution should be exercised in testing 
new ice. 
Two inches of ice will support one 
man on foot; three inches is safe for a 
group of people in single file, and 
inches will hold a two-ton car or truck, 
according to the Ohio Division of 
Wildlife. 
Beware of springs in lakes or the 
current under river ice. They can 
create thin spots, some of which ap­ 
pear as dark patches on the surface. 
If you know the lake, fish the same 
grass beds, drop-offs and submerged 
cover that yield fish in the summer. 
Fish are partial to the same habitat 
year-round. Also, as in summer, many 
species travel in schools under ice, 
often following shoreline contours. 
In trying to locate fish, therefore, it 
pays to cut holes in a straight line at 
right angles to the shore. If you catch 
fish through one hole, cut others in a 
cluster around it and concentrate your 
efforts in that area. 
For larger species like pike and 
walleyes, use 10-pound monofilament. 
Chubs or large minnows are excellent 
bait. 
Two or four-pound mono is preferred 
for panfish. Emerald shiners are 


deadly on perch, white bass, crappies 
and bluegills. Waxworms, mousies, 
grubs and even fish eyes also are 
productive baits. 
Once fish start hitting live bait, a 
small ice fly tipped with a maggot and 
twitched just off the bottom can stir 
fast action. 
In Ohio one person may use a 
maximum of six tip-ups, a spring- 
loaded fishing device from which a 
baited line is lowered through a hole in 
the ice. A biting fish triggers a flag 
which alerts the fisherman, who sets 
the hook and hanchines the fish to the 
surface. 
Ice fishing can be a cold and 
lonesome sport. But the excitement of 
a half-dozen tip-ups signaling together

significant factor in the highly 
publicized money problems in Ohio’s 
local school districts. 
“I’m not pointing the finger at 
anyone, but we’re spending more 
money for primary and secondary 
education than at any time in our 
history. In my opinion, no school 
district in the state should have to 
close for lack of funds,” he told the 
Associated Press. 
Riffe, 51 and in his second term as 
speaker, pointed out that state aid to 
education has increased 120 per cent in 
the past six years at a time when 
public school enrollments have been 
declining. 
This set of circumstances, along 
with a recent Hamilton County court 
decision that said Ohio’s school 
financing system is unconstitutional, 
has created a sense of frustration in 
the legislature. It prompted Riffe to 
list “quality and financing of 
education” as his top priority for 1978, 
he said. 
As part of that effort, Riffe will name 
shortly after the first of the year a 
select committee which “will go out 
into these school districts” to find out 
what is causing money problems, he 
said. 
The districts to be visited by the 
committee are those which suspect 
they are in or heading for financial 
trouble, and have requested State 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson to audit 
their books. Nearly 50 districts have 
made such requests. “We’re going to 


go in to see what is happening,” he 
said. 
Stressing that he doesn’t know what 
the committee will find, the speaker 
indicated he has some suspicion of 
mismanagement. For one thing, he 
pointed out that state law requires 
clerks of boards of education to certify 
that funds are available before 
authorizing expenditures. 


“Some of them are not doing this,” 
Riffe said. If they all did, he said, no 
district would be on the rocks without 
knowing it ahead of time. 
“And when a school board knows 
ahead of time they are going to run 
short for the year, then they can cut. 
That’s the way any business does it. 
That’s why I say none of them ever 
should have to close,” the speaker 
added. 
As a second part of the educational 
effort, Riffe and Senate Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-Akron, both 
have said they will start hearings on 
the so-called “Johnson Plan.” In it, 
Rep. John E. Johnson, D-Orrville, has 
proposed sweeping changes in the 
school finance system to take em­ 
phasis away from property taxes and 
put it on income taxes. 
Johnson didn’t offer his plan as a 
result of the Hamilton County school 
system although the case lasted a 
year, and some officials said they 
anticipated what the outcome would 
be. While noting the decision will be 
appealed, Riffe said he thinks at this 
point it should be “taken seriously.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Six 
central Ohio firms which sell wood- 
burning stoves were accused of price 
fixing in a suit filed Tuesday by the 
state attorney general’s office in 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court.

The occasion celebrated 
Journalist Travels 
Underground Railroad 
For Illegal Aliens 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - Seeking a 
first-hand look at illegal aliens, 
reporter Louie Gonzalez donned 
grubby work clothes and traveled the 
underground railroad from deep 
Mexico to the California border. He got 
some story. 
In four days, the 27-year-old jour­ 
nalist says he experienced bigotry, felt 


marked by four key experiences: 
—Getting off the bus in Tijuana’s 
roughest section, Gonzalez was 
stabbed in the side by a teen-ager. The 
attacker slashed at him three more 
times before Gonzalez grabbed his 
arm. He heard it snap — twice.

“It’s messed up my mind,” Gonzalez 
said Tuesday in an interview. “I have 
recurring nightmares, the whole 
shot.” 
He said his journey has also greatly 
altered his perception of the flight and 
plight of illegal aliens from Mexico. 
“They have been characterized as a 
class of people spreading like a cancer 
across the country, depleting the 
resources of America,” Gonzalez 
wrote at the beginning of his six-part 
series published recently in the 
Oakland Tribune. 
“They are known by many names — 
wets, wetbacks, mojados, ilegales, 
undocumented workers and illegal 
aliens. But no matter what you call 
them, they are victims of hardship, 
brutality, exploitation and violence, as 
they expend every ounce of their 
energy in reaching for something 
better.” 
Gonzalez's original plan was to 
dump all identification papers, fly to 
Guadalajara, take a rattling 54-hour 
bus ride to Tijuana, join up with other 
illegals, cross into California and 
eventually sneak north to Oakland. 
But he never made his illegal 
crossing, stopping instead at a 
secluded mountain shack a short walk 
from a secret border entry point. The 
next day he crossed at a legal U.S. 
immigration checkpoint near San 
Ysidro. “I had seen more than 
enough,” Gonzalez recalled. 
Gonzalez said he never slept during 
his journey for fear of being robbed of 
the few hundred dollars he had taken 
to pay alien-smugglers.

Two years ago I started going with a 
fellow who wore a bracelet stating he 
had epilepsy, only this fellow told me 
that he was bom with it. He took three 
pills a day to keep from falling down. 
I broke off with him because I was 
afraid if we married and had children 
they might inherit epilepsy. Also I 
wouldn’t know what to do if he ever got 
sick in front of me. I never told him 
why I broke off with him because I 
didn’t want to hurt him. 
Now I find myself attracted to 
another man with the same problem. I 
can’t believe it! Can epileptics marry 
and have children? How often do their 
“ spells” occur, and how bad are they? 
What can a person do to help them? (I 
heard you have to hold their tongue so 
they won’t swallow it.) Please explain 
these things to me, Abby. I can’t ask 
anyone else.

Floods Close 
Schools In 
Cleveland 
CLEVELAN D (A P) — Flooding 
from rain and melting snow forced the 
evacuation of some fam ilies in nor­ 
theast Ohio Wednesday and prompted 
the closing of public schools in a 
Cleveland suburb. 
In the Lake County town of Eastlake, 
police said they evacuated 12 persons 
from homes in the low-lying areas of 
the Chagrin River near Lake Erie. 
In Cuyahoga Heights, south of 
Cleveland, public school officials 
closed schools for today because 
flooded streets would thwart buses 
carrying pupils to schools. 
The flooding in Eastlake was the 
second time this year parts of the Lake 
County town has been inundated. 
“ This is unheard of,” said Eastlake 
Mayor Morris Becker. “ Usually it 
floods in February. This has never 
happened before. Now we’re flooded 
out twice in one year.” Parts of 
Eastlake were flooded this spring. 
In Lorain County, about 20,000 
customers of Elyria Telephone Co. in 
North Ridgeville were without service 
when an underground trunk cable 
flooded. 
Cuyahoga County Engineer Ronald 
Stackhouse ordered the closing of six 
roads because of flooding from the 
Cuyahoga and Rocky rivers and 
Tinker’s Creek. 
Portions of a temporary bridge on 
Pu ritas Road in the Cleveland 
Metroparks Rocky River Reservation 
collapsed. 
Engineer departm ent 
workers were inspecting the bridge to 
determine when it might be reopened. 
Nearly \ l/z inches of rain fell in the 
Cleveland area, said a spokesman for 
the National Weather Service at 
Cleveland Hopkins International 
Airport. The spokesman said if the 
rain had been snow, there might have 
been 20 inches of the white stuff on the 
ground.

TRIMBLE, Ohio (AP) — Maybe 
there won’t be the usual number of 
gifts under the Christmas tree of 47- 
year-old coal miner Estell Vickers, but 
as she points out, ifs people — not 
things — that give Christmas meaning. 
Along with 10,000 Ohio members of 
the United Mine Workers, Mrs. 
Vickers today begins the 10th day of a 
nationwide strike with hopes for more 
benefits and an improved pension 
plan. 
A miner for three years, Mrs. 
Vickers operates rail cars which haul 
supplies into the Southern Ohio Coal 
Co. Meigs No. 2 mine near Wilkesville. 
‘‘Christmas might seem smaller 
than last year, with less gifts under the 
tree, but it will be a good Christmas. 
The gifts don’t make that much dif­ 
ference. It’s the idea of getting the 
family together,” said the mother of 
four with three grandchildren, a 
divorcee. 
Lung A n n . Sues 
State Institutions 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) - The Nor­ 
thwest Ohio Lung Association filed suit 
in federal court here Wednesday 
alleging 22 state institutions are 
violating federal and state clean air 
standards. 


The suit, assigned to U.S. District 
Judge Don J. Young, alleged that the 
state operations — including Lima and 
Tiffin state hospitals and the Marion 
Correctional Institution — emit more 
than IOO tons in pollution particles per 
year from coal-fired boiler stacks. 


Defendants in the suit include the 
state corrections, rehabilitation, 
mental health and mental retardation 
departments, the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission and the state and federal 
environmental protection agencies. 


The state institutions allegedly 
failed to obtain state and federal 
exemptions from existing regulations 
to allow them to emit the amount of 
particles they emit. The suit alleged 
the amounts were more than legal 
maximums. 


‘‘All the miners are going to face 
financial problems during the strike. 
I’m not suffering now, but I will be if it 
lasts a long time,” she said Wed­ 
nesday. 


Mrs. Vickers said her savings were 
depleted during several weeks of 
wildcat strikes last summer at the 
Vinton County mine when UMW 
members walked out in local disputes. 


“We deserve better pay tor tne 
dangerous work underground, and a 
better pension,” said the UMW 
member, one of six female workers at 
the mine and at least the fourth in her 
family. Her father and two brothers 
were miners before her. 
“We will hold out until we get what 
we’re after,” she said confidently. 
Mrs. Vickers traded a white hospital 
workers’ uniform for the coal miners’ 
dungarees in 1974 when she said she 
needed a higher income to cope with 
medical bills for her 13-year-old son. 
She said the boy needed expensive 
treatments for a bronchial condition 
and has recovered. 
“I’m thankful at my age that I can 
still go into the mine and do that work. 


And I’m thankful that I have the job,’ 
she said, noting that before working at 
the mine, she often had to hold down 
two jobs to make ends meet. 
She said she wants to see the image 
of the “dumb coal miner” cast out, 
especially since contract talks con­ 
tinue between the UMW and the coal 
industry. 
“I want the image of the dumb coal 
miner broken,” said Mrs. Vickers. She 
said elimination of that attitude is 
necessary to win grass roots support 


for the miner’s bargaining position in 
what could be a three-month strike by 
the UMW. 
If a new, three-year contract with 
the Bituminous Coal Operators 
Association gives her more spending 
money, she said she plans to use the 
increase in income to refurbish her 
modest home. 
Negotiations on

contract 
remained recessed in Washington, 
with a few hints of progress in the talks 
being reported by union leaders.

Spotlight Off Flynt, 
On His Attorney 


CINCINNATI (AP) — For awhile, at 
least, the spotlight is off Larry Flynt 
and on his attorney Herald Fahringer 
in a controversy about whether the 
Buffalo, N.Y., attorney will be able to' 
represent the publisher of Hustler 
magazine in an upcoming trial. 
Flynt is charged with disseminating 
material harmful to minors as the 
result of a mailing of an anti-war 
pamphlet to 400,000 Cincinnati-area 
homes. 
Fahringer appeared in federal 
appeals court here Wednesday on the 
question of whether an out-of-state 
attorney, who has not been admitted to 
practice by the state supreme court 
can act as trial counsel only at the 
discretion of the presiding judge. 
That’s what happened to Fahringer, 
who has been denied by two common 
pleas judges the right to represent 
Flynt during his upcoming trial. 
However, U.S. District Judge Carl B. 
Rubin has ordered a halt to all 
proceedings until Fahringer could 
present his arguments in common 
pleas court. 
It was that decision that brought 
Fred Cartoiano to the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals.

The three-judge panel took the 
question under advisement after 
hearing arguments from both sides. 
4‘Because of the district court 
decision, somewhere at the county 
courthouse a criminal case is lying in 
limbo,” Cartoiano said. 
The assistant prosecutor, noting that 
he was acting on behalf of the common 
pleas court, argued that the presiding 
judges were governed by rules set 
down by the Ohio Supreme Court. 
Those rules stated that when an 
attorney was not licensed to practice in 
the state of Ohio, a judge had an ab­ 
solute right to admit or not admit an 
attorney in a particular case. 
When asked why the objection had 
come after Fahringer had just par­ 
ticipated in a month-long trial before 
the same judge, Cartoiano said: “That 
has nothing to do with it. It’s decided 
on a case-by-case basis.” 
Fahringer said that the real issue 
was whether out-of-5tate attorneys 
could be disqualified so easily. 
“In this age, there shouldn’t be New 
York attorneys or California at­ 
torneys, but just attorneys who are 
providing the public with good service. 
The public is our first concern,” 
Fahringer said. “If a particular 
lawyer is best equipt to handle a case, 
then he should be allowed to do so 
unless there is a reason why not.” 
Judge Albert J. Engel cautioned 
however that sometimes ‘‘out-of-state 
attorneys can sometimes be the bane 
of a trial judge’s existence” because 
they are unfamiliar with local court 
customs. 
Fahringer was Flynt’s attorney 
during the month-long trial which 
resulted in a conviction on charges of 
pandering obscenity and engaging in 
organized crime. 
The mailing was sent out just before 
the start of that trial as Flynt said he 
sought to pose the question of just what 
was obscenity. 
“He went against our advice in 
mailing it,” Fahringer admitted after 
. the hearing. “We thought the idea 
might have been ill-conceived.”

Is Mussolini's Son 
ROM E (A P ) — A 57-year-old Milan 
man claims to be the “ secret son” of 
Benito Mussolini. 
Glauco D i Sa lle’s “ confession” 
comes after publication of a book 
entitled “ Italian Love Story” that 
recounted an alleged romance be­ 
tween Mussolini and a young Malanese 
woman which broke up shortly before 
Mussolini assumed power. 
In an interview with Rome’s ll 
Tempo newspaper, Di Salle said his 
mother wrote the book under the pen 
name Blanca Veneziana. 
In 1920, when Di Salle was bom, 
Mussolini was editing a newspaper in 
Milan. Two years later he led the 
Fascist march on Rome which forced 
the government to collapse. 
Mussolini was married in 1916 to 
Rachele Guidi, now 87 years old. They 
had five children, three of whom are 
alive. 
Di Salle described his mother’s 
affair as “ sweet and full of romantic 
episodes,” but said Mussolini means 
nothing to him. 
Di Salle said that even after the 
affair broke up in 1922, Mussolini 
continued to send his mother money 
for a number of years. 
Mussolini was executed by Italian 
partisans on April 28, 1945.

“ They took away what we had and 
all they are proposing to do is give 
back to us what they took away. We 
want more,” Westfelt added. 
The drivers won their demand for a 
cost-of-living clause, a two-year 
contract but balked at moving the 
expiration date to M arch from 
December, said Dave Edwards, union 
treasurer. 
The drivers and mechanics walked 
out Dec. 7 without union sanction. 
lx>cal union President Gene Metz said 
the workers are now public employes 
since the city and county took over the 
system in 1975. 
Ohio law forbids strikes by public 
employes. 
Peter W eiglin, assistant QCM 
general manager said he would meet 
with his staff today to consider 
alternatives including invoking the 
Ferguson Act which bans strikes by 
, public employees. 
Weiglin said the vote “ implies to me 
they were thinking aout the next strike 
even before this was settled. It is 
absolutely not in the best interests of 
the community.” 
“ I feel like jumping off the Carew 
Tower (the highest building in town)” , 
said Mayor Gerald Springer. 
Springer, who brought both sides 
back to the bargaining table for a 17- 
hour weekend session, called a special 
meeting of City Council at I p.m. 
School absentee rates skyrocketed 
during the strike and downtown 
merchants reported feeling a pinch in 
their Christmas shopping business. 
The union rejected a two-year 
contract that would pay for all their 
medical insurance and raise top hourly 
pay from $6.56 to $7.10.

Borbon 
Acquitted 


CINCINNATI (AP) — A Hamilton 
County Criminal Court judge acquitted 
Cincinnati Reds relief pitcher Pedro 
Borbon of two misdemeanor assault 
charges Wednesday in connection with 
an Oct. 3 nightclub fight. 
Judge Norbert Nadel found Borbon 
innocent after a three and a half hour 
trial. 
The charges were filed by Marshall 
Riddle, 36, Avondale, and John K. 
Mahedy, 23, Covington, Ky. 
Riddle said Borbon slapped him 
twice during an argument over a 
woman. Mahedy said Borbon choked 
him and threatened to kill him. 
Nadel said there was “conflicting 
testimony” on the charges brought by 
Riddle. Referring to Mahedy’s charge, 
the judge said, “It was very, very 
close, but I had a reasonable doubt.” 
Borbon, who had waived a jury trial, 
said he “very happy” with the verdict. 
Theresa Lynn Wyatt, a 24-year-old 
brunettte from suburban Sharonville, 
testified that the altercation occurred 
after she accepted a dance with 
Borbon. 
She said when Riddle, a former 
neighbor, asked to cut in, Borbon 
became upset “and steamed off the 
floor.” After the dance ended, Miss 
Wyatt said Borbon called her an ob­ 
scenity, pushed her over a table and 
struck Riddle in the face. 
Under cross examination by Bor- 
bon’s attorney, Eugene Utz, she denied 
that Riddle told the pitcher: “You 
don’t dance with any of my ladies until 
you see me first.” 
She said the statement was 
“ ridiculous,” adding that Riddle 
“ would never embarrass me like 
that.” 
Riddle also denied making the 
remark. He testified that he was a 
disabled veteran and professional 
gambler, with a police record for 
convictions of armed robbery and 
burglary. 
He said that during the struggle he 
grabbed a bottle to defend himself, but 
did not use it. 
Mahedy said he heard the distur­ 
bance erupt and tried to prevent 
Borbon from throwing a chair. “I said 
‘I’m trying to help you.’ He put the 
chair down and grabbed me with both 
hands around the neck and said he’d

Oakland A's Apparently Settled 
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DENVER (AP) - Two shrewd 
business magnates — enjoying the 
maneuvering and haggling that goes 
with high finance transactions — have 
apparently settled the future of the 
Oakland A’s. 
Oil millionaire Marvin Davis and 
insurance millionaire Charles O. 
Finley agreed Wednesday to bring the 
once-proud, 
now 
downtrodden 
American League club to Denver for 
the 1978 season. 
“It was a lot of fun,” Davis said of 
his negotiations with Finley. 
“Finley, 
like 
myself, 
is 
a 
businessman. He was hoping to get the 
price he wanted for the team. He had 
other bids, but he liked our deal the 
best.” 
Davis did not reveal the purchase 
price, but commented, “In the end, it 
was the dollar that made the dif­ 
ference.” 
In Chicago, Finley praised Davis for 
his decisive action. 
“Mr. Davis put the money on the 
line,” Finley said, also refusing to 
disclose the exact price. 
“Mr. Davis is not like a lot of Texans 
— big hat, no cattle. That man’s got the 
cattle. Horse manure walks, money 
talks. All these other people were 
walking around with their hands in 
their pockets. Mr. Davis took his hands 
out of his pockets and put the money on 
the table.”

At his news conference, Davis 
warned, “We have many bridges to 
cross before this thing is finalized.” 
He said any litigation over the 
contract the team has with Oakland 
Coliseum must be settled by Finley. 
And he wasn’t overly concerned about 
the trade of pitcher Vida Blue to the 
Cincinnati Reds of the National 
League. Finley made that transaction 
for $1.75 million and a minor league 
player. 
Blue will not be coming to Denver 
unless Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
disapproves that deal, Davis said. 
Kuhn, who blocked a previous sale of 
Blue, RolUe Fingers and Joe Rudi by 
Finley \Vz years ago, has called a 
hearing for next Tuesday to explore 
the matter. 
Finley said his run-ins with Kuhn 
had spoiled baseball for him and he 
blamed the commissioner for forcing 
him to unload his club. 
“My having to get out of baseball 
dates from 18 months ago when his 
highness, Bowie Kuhn, canceled my 
three-player deal,” Finley said. “I 
needed that money very badly at that 
time to keep my ship afloat—to stay in 
baseball.

League President Lee MacPhail, who 
indicated the league would have no 
Bengals Have 
Momentum 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Take it from 
rookie fullback Pete Johnson, the 
onrushing Cincinnati Bengals have the 
momentum to march to the Super 
Bowl. 
“Nothing can stop us now. We’re 
going to win everything,” said the 240- 
pound power runner who rammed for a 
record 58 touchdowns at Ohio State. 
Johnson, who has put new punch in 
the Bengals ground game, says the 
Bengals, with six victories in their last 
seven games, are peaking after a poor 
start. They are riding the crest of their 
most emotional triumph in the club’s 
10-year history — a 17-10 decision over 
the defending division champion 
Pittsburgh Stealers. 
A victory over Houston Sunday can 
climax a determined comeback and 
propel Cincinnati into the NFL’s eight- 
team playoffs.

Cleveland Police Call In Sick 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Scores of 
Cleveland policemen called in sick for 
the overnight shift early today, ap­ 
parently 
to 
underscore 
their 
displeasure over contract negotiations 
with the city. 
Cleveland Mayor Dennis Kucinich 
warned that patrolmen who illegally 
call in sick later today would be 
suspended for five days without pay. 


"While Cleveland slept,” Kucinich 
said, “scores of midnight shift police 
without warning snuck away from 
their posts.” 
As sick calls trickled in early today, 
Capt. Nicholas Lusk, the overnight 
police operations officer, said, “There 
is an epidemic of blue flue.” He would 
not say how many of the city’s 2,200- 
member police department called in 
sick. 
Inspector Edwin Nagorski, the 
assistant police chief, later said that 
supervisory personnel were assisting 
patrolmen who did report to work in 
manning patrol cars. “We have some 
problems in manning the cruisers,” he 
said, but he would not elaborate. 
He also refused to say how many 
patrolmen had called in sick or how 
many were scheduled to report for the 
overnight shift. Nagorski said he didn’t 
want to arouse inordinate fears. 
William McNea, the president of the 
Cleveland 
Police 
Patrolmen’s 
Association, would not confirm or deny 
that his group was urging a mass sick 
call to emphasize its dissatisfaction 
with the slow-progress m bargaining. 
An organized police strike is illegal 
under Ohio’s Ferguson Act banning 
strikes by public employees. 
Kucinich said he will impose more 
severe measures against patrolmen 
who continue what he described as “an 
illegal wildcat strike.” 
“Considering the poor performance 
of the police department,” Kucinich 
said, “the possibility of discharging a 
substantial number of police and 
replacing them with those who will 
keep an oath to protect the people will 
not necessarily be an alarming 
prospect.” 


, He urged patrolmen to report to 
work. He said the city has made a “fair 
and generous offer to the police union. 
We are prepared to continue to bargain 
in good faith, despite this unfortunate 
illegal strike.” 
Capt. Lusk said Cleveland’s new 
police chief. Richard D. Hongisto, had 
a contingency plan ready in case of a 
fullfledged sick call Thursday. Neither 
he nor city officials would say what the / 
plan was. 
“I don’t know nothing,” McNea 
insisted early Thursday. “But you 
know, I’m getting pretty sick.

When 
bargaining began in September, the 
policemen’s group was calling for a 
hike in starting pay from the current 
$14,069 to $18,500. The group also was 
demanding fully-paid hospitalization 
and a four-day, 40-hour work week.

But on April 26, Cleveland voters 
repealed the pay formula, thereby 
necessitating collective bargaining 
between the city and safety forces.

city drags its feet, and we feel there is 
a need to strike, we will.” 
Cleveland Law Director Jack W. 
Schulman said the city might seek a 
court injunction to bar a walkout if 
more patrolmen fail to report to work. 
Construction Starts 
On Transmission Plant 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Con­ 
struction gets under way today on a 
Clermont County site, 30 miles east of 
Cincinnati, on a $500 million small car 
transmission plant of Ford Motor Co. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes and William 
O. Bourke, executive vice president of 
Ford’s North American Operations, 
confirmed the selection of the 350-acre 
site in Batavia Township at a news 
conference Wednesday. 
Bourke said Ohio won out over 
several other midwestern states, in­ 
cluding Michigan, after offering in­ 
centives that included one which will 
save the company about $2 million a 
year in property taxes. 
Although the final decision report­ 
edly was not made until a day earlier, 
Bourke said Ford wanted to waste no 
time. “Bulldozers will be in operation 
on the site tomorrow morning,” he 
said, adding that the company wants to 
have the plant in operation by the 
middle of 1980. 
The sprawling facility will employ 
3,500 workers initially at an annual 
payroll of $70 million, and will pay 
about $5 million a year in state and 
local taxes. 
Ford will escape payment of about $2 
million in tangible property taxes on 
its machinery and equipment as a 
result of a tax break bill enacted by the 
legislature and signed by Rhodes six 
days ago. 
Bourke said the tax legislation was 
the factor that “tipped the scales” in 
Ohio’s favor, although the close 
proximity of two other Ford trans­ 
mission plans in Cincinnati, along 


with other inducements offered by 
Ohio, also figured in the decision. 
Prior to the news conference, the 
state Controlling Board met in special 
session and transferred $5.3 million 
from other state accounts to acquire 
the site, relocate two businesses on it, 
make various improvements to ad­ 
jacent highways, extend the runway at 
Clermont County airport, provide 
utility connections, and other im­ 
provements. 
Members of the controlling board 
joined Rhodes for the news conference, 
along with Clermont County com­ 
missioners, 
Batavia 
Township 
trustees, legislative leaders of both 
parties, and various other officials. 
There was a lot of speechmaking, 
but Rhodes insisted that everyone 
involved deserved credit for landing 
the industrial development plum — by 
far the largest private sector dollar 
investment in the state in his ll years 
as governor. 
“This is the most exciting time since 
I’ve been governor,” he told the crowd 
under the glare of television lights in 
his jam-packed cabinet room. 
“No 
state could have a better Christmas 
present,” he added. 
He even heaped praise upon his old 
adversaries, the Democratic leaders 
of Ohio’s General Assembly, House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-New 
Boston, and Senate Majority Leader 
Oliver Ocasek, D-Akron, as they 
looked on. It was only due to their 
efforts that the tax break bill made it 
through a skeptical legislature, 
Rhodes said. 


Levy Passes; 
W. Muskingum 
Schools Open

Students in the West Muskingum 
school district near Zanesville 
returned to classes today for the first 
time in more than a month after voters 
approved a 5-mill operating levy. 
Passage of the levy by a 1,976-1,343 
vote Wednesday permitted the 
reopening of schools closed Nov. 3 
after the system ran out of funds. 
Superintendent Earl Bardall said the 
district’s 2,300 pupils will have to at­ 
tend classes into their Christmas 
vacation next week and on some 
Saturdays to make up time lost 
because of the shutdown. 
West Muskingum was one of three 
financially troubled school districts in 
which levies were passed Wednesday, 
enabling the reopening of schools for a 
total of about 5,000 idled pupils. 
Also to resume operations today 
were the Blanchester Local School 
District in Clinton County and 
Fairlawn district in Shelby County. 
In Blanchester, voters passed a 5.3- 
mill levy by a 67-vote margin, 1,002- 
935. The district’s five schools, serving 
2,130 pupils, had closed Nov. 28. 
Fairlawn voters approved a 6-mill 
emergency operating levy 375-312, 
providing for reopening of schools 
which closed Dec. I for 630 pupils. 
Meanwhile, in Medina County, the 
Medina City Local School District was 
reviewing a state auditor’s report 
issued Wendesday which said the 
district will end the year with nearly a 
$500,000 deficit. 
Medina City schools will remain 
open at least until Friday while the 
board of education decides whether to 
suspend classes until after Christmas. 
Most of the district’s projected $496,240 
yearend deficit is the $362,207 in note 
indebtedness.

“Well, we found the best 
time for country and Western 
on radio is from five to eight 
in the morning,” he said. “I 
don’t know why. It might be 
that country music fans 
simply are earlier risers.

11th Strangler 
Victim Found 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Workers in 
a Hollywood public library said they 
may have seen the man who sexually 
molested and strangled a 17-year-old 
prostitute, the lith victim of the 
Hillside Strangler. 
Police said the prostitute, auburn- 
haired Kimberly Diane Martin, 
reportedly worked out of a telephone 
massage business in Hollywood and 
made a date Tuesday night with a man 
who called and asked for “a good­ 
looking blonde.” 
The Hillside Strangler Task Force 
said a police investigation showed that 
the man who made the appointment 
had called from a pay phone in a 
library, and several library workers 
gave police a description of the man. 
The man who made the date, wit­ 
nesses said, apparently lingered at the 
pay phone to receive a call confirming 
his appointment. 


Police were tight-lipped about tnis 
latest strangling investigation, but a 
parking lot attendant near the library 
said police asked if he had seen a 
mustachioed man with a limp. He said 
no, but later thought he spotted the 
man and notified detectives. 
Ms. Martin’s nude body, dumped on 
a hillside northeast of downtown Los 
Angeles, was found early Wednesday. 
The killing was apparently the first by 
the Hillside Strangler in 15 days. 
Co-workers at the massage business 
said Ms. Martin drove her own car to a 
nearby apartment where she was to 
meet her date. They became worried 
when she did not check in with the 
outcall service to confirm she had 
arrived. 


They asked for help from 
a 
prostitutes’ organization, California 
Association for Trollops, but the group 
said police dismissed their call, saying 
“prostitutes are a lot of flakes.” 
The group then sent a pimp to the 
apartment, which he found empty 
except for a mattress. Ms. Martin’s 
car was parked outside. 
Assistant Police Chief Darryl Gates 
denied that police had discounted the 
report from the prostitutes’ group. 
“We are taking information from 
anyone. We will not turn down in­ 
formation from prostitutes,” he said. 
“... If they are prostitutes that would 
tend to pique our interest more 
because of adult has happened.” 
Some of the strangler’s victims have 
been prostitutes, police said.

Congress Gets Ready To Adjourn 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Congressional leaders, with no hopes 
for an early break in the stalemate 
over energy legislation, are cleaning 
up other matters and adjourning the 
first session of the 95th Congress. 
The path to adjournment was 
cleared Wednesday when agreement 
was reached on a Social Security 
financing bill designed to raise $227 
billion over IO years for the fiscally 
troubled system. 
The measure had been held up in a 
dispute over one section providing a 
$250 income tax credit for college 
tuition. 
Other matters on the agenda for 
today’s session, the last until Jan. 19, 
were another attempt in the Senate to

projects and operation of the legal 
services program.

Mideast 
Must Find 
Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Promising 
U.S. help as “a trusted intermediary,” 
President Carter said today he hopes 
that any Middle East peace terms 
negotiated by Israel and Egypt will 
prove acceptable to moderate Arab 
leaders, paving the way for a broader 
settlement. 
At a news conference dominated by 
discussion of the Middle East, Carter 
said the Palestinian Liberation 
Organization is the only force in the 
troubled region that has refused to 
make any gesture toward the peace 
effort. 
But Carter also said that any final 
settlement will have to take account of 
the Palestinian refugees. 
“Our immediate hope and goal is 
that any peace move made by Israel 
and Egypt would be acceptable to the 
moderate Arab leaders in the Middle 
East,” Carter saiu. 
He spoke on the eve of a private 
conference 
with 
Israeli 
Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, and during 
a recess in Israeli-Egyptian talks in 
Cairo — a session that was spurned by 
other nations rimming Israel. 
But Carter said he believes that 
nations like Jordan and Saudi Arabia 
are prepared to move toward peace. 
He also 
said 
he 
has 
good 
indications 
hat Syria wants to resolve differences 
in the region, and noted that Lebanon 
is heavily influenced by Syria. Carter 
said that only the PLO had been 
completely negative. 
Carter said the administration hopes 
for cooperation from the Soviet Union 
as the peace effort moves from Cairo 
to the broader conference the ad­ 
ministration hopes will be convened 
later in Geneva. 
Carter described as “a good first 
step” the current Cairo conference. 
“We are attending the Cairo con­ 
ference and will offer our good ser­ 
vices when needed, but the basic 
responsibility will be on the shoulders 
of the two countries directly involved,” 
he said. 
Carter said he did not know what 
settlement proposals Begin will bring 
to him Friday. 
“I will listen to what his ideas will 
be,” Carter said. “And we will be 
constructive as we have in the past.” 
^ He said the Jerusalem journey of 
Egypt's Anwar Sadat was a significant 
step toward peace, but that Begin and 
Sadat aren’t seeking a two-nation 
settlement, for the Middle East 
problem is broader, encompassing the 
rest of the Arab world. 


At the same time, Carter indicated 
that he does not intend to endorse or 
disapprove specific peace proposals 
publicly. But he also said he wouldn’t 
hesitate to tell Begin privately “I just 
don’t think this goes far enough” if in 
his judgment the Israeli leader’s 
proposals won’t bring settlement. 


prehensive energy package. 
Congressional negotiators on the 
energy package, after meeting with 
Carter Wednesday night, said they 
would continue holding sessions after 
adjournment. 
But Carter and the leadership, in­ 
cluding House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill Jr. and Senate Majority 
leader Robert C. Byrd, point to a list 
of legislation they contend made the 
session one of the most productive in 
many years. 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale 
told reporters earlier this week that 
“This has been one of the most suc­ 
cessful congressional sessions in a 
long, long time.” 
Mondale conceded, however, that 
Carter may have hurt his prospects for 
congressional action by asking too 
much too early from the lawmakers. 
“I would say, perhaps, looking in 
retrospect, the pace was a little too 
strong in the first year,” Mondale said. 
The end of th# first half of the 95th 
Congress has no effect on matters still 
pending. Legislation pending before 
various Senate and House panels, 
including the energy package, remains 
intact. 
The panel working on energy taxes 
j 
has approved few provisions, delaying 
votes on Carter’s proposed taxes on 
crude oil and on industrial use of oil 
and natural gas until a second com­ 
mittee decides how high natural gas 
prices should be allowed to rise. 
The tax panel has approved a tax on 
cars that waste fuel, beginning with 
1979 models. But the decision cannot be 
considered final until the non-tax 
committee determines whether to 
accept a Senate-passed ban on inef­ 
ficient cars. 
Non-tax conferees approved sharply 
toned down versions of three major 
parts of the Carter energy program. 
One would encourage utilities and 
industries to shift from scarce natural 
gas to coal; a second sets for the 
conservation of energy by home 
owners and industries, and a third 
establishes a set of conservation
